OLD DUELING RULES. 


"MUCH USEFUL ADVICE" FROM AN 


ANCIENT BOOK. 


If (lie Combatant IJie» an a Remit or 


the Encounter, He In Tola to Go Oft 
With a* Good Grace an Potuilljlr. 
Irishmen Not Good Second*. 


To Englishmen dueling is happily a 


lost art, but three-quarters of a century 
ago dueling was sufficiently in vogue to 
induce an anonymous writer to publish 
a book "containing much useful infor- 
mation," ironically dedicated to Daniel 
O'Connell, Esq., M. P., and James Silk 
Buckingham, Esq , M. P., as "enter- 
taining the opinion first promulgated 
by the immortal Palstaflf of happy 
memory that discretion is the better 
part of valor." 


The author advises "all my country- 


men who go abroad to use the pistol m- 
etead of the sword Tvhen they have the 
choice of the weapon, as tho balance of 
killed and wounded is now much in fa- 
vor of the French, who, upon the 
ter- 


mination of the late war, amused them- 
selves by occasionally spitting some half 
dozen of our traveling young fashion- 
ables before breakfast.*' 
He recom- 


mends "Purdey, in Oxford street, as 
the matter of the best dueling pistol 
locks," care in the selection of a stock 
which fits the hand comfortably and to 
eschew "saw handles." Barrels should 
be ten inches long and half rifled, 
which, considering that throughout his 
volume he poses as a man of the strict- 
est honor, is puzzling, for he admits 
that a wholly rifled pistol is considered 
an unfair weapon, therefore one not ap- 
pearing to be rifled should be substi- 
tuted. 


On "the chances" he writes: "Many 


a poor, long armed, straggling fellow 
has received the coup di (sic) coeur (or 
fatal stroke) who might still have boon 
in existence had he known how to pro- 
tect his person in the field," the neces- 
sary protection consisting in standing 
sideways and drawing in the stomach, 
"Should the party be hit"—piesumably 
because he could not draw in his stom- 
ach—"he must not feel alarmed," This 
seems difficult, as a man with a bullet 
in his stomach can hardly be expected 
not to display some little natural anxie- 
ty, for, as is admitted later, "a shot in 
(lie digestive organs must be particu- 
larly annoying to a bon vivnnt." To 
aldermen his advice is "the old method 
of fighting—the back-to the adversary 
nnd discharging over tho shoulder ' 
"The chances of a man's being killed 
are about 14 to 1, and of his being 
hit about 0 to 1." He arrives at 
this conclusion by dividing a man's 
body, when opposed to his adversary, 
into nine parts Therefore he says, "As 
in only three of these a wound would 
prove mortal, the chances are 8 to 
1 against his being killed, and 5 to 
1 against his being hit—that is, how- 
ever," he hastens to add, "provided hjs 
antagonist has never read my work. If 
he has, the case may be different!" 


The combatant is told "not to allow 


the idea of becoming a target to make 
him uneasy, but to treat the matter 
jocosely." He is to laugh away the 
evening over a b rttle of port, and play 
a rubber of wh at, but he must avoid 
drinking to excess, or taking "any food 
that tends to create bile," because "bil- 
ious objects are not seen either distinct- 
ly or correctly." This would rather bo 
a valid reason for getting as bilious as 
possible. A man with an attack of 
jaundice should be invisible, and aHe 
to blaze at his antagonist in perfect 
safety. If he cannot sleep on retiring 
to rest, he is to read Byron's "Childe 
Harold." His servant is to call him at 5 
and give him a strong cup of coffee 
Then he is to smoke a cigar, and "on 
his way to the scene of action" he is to 
take a brandy and soda, as a most 
"grateful stimulant and corrective." 


No wonder our author recommends 


him at this point to draw in his stom- 
ach. "If he dies, he is to go off with as 
good grace as possible!" On the other 
hand, if he hits his antagonist, he is to 
take off his hat to him and express re- 
gret 


A challenge is not to be in rhyme, 


such as "a certain poetical, brandy lov- 
ing major general of marines" wrote 
to a brother officer who ran off with his 
wife' 
Wounds on the flesh a surgeon's skill may 


heal, 


But wounded honor's only cured with steel. 


An Irishman is not to be chosen as 


second, for nine out of ten have such an 
innate love of fighting they cannot 
bring an agair to. an amicable, ad] ust- 


nient, and the first duly of a second fa 
to prevent the affair coming to a seri- 
ous issue 
Otlior advice is for the sec- 


ond to take care liis principal is not in- 
convenienced by the sun, and to get his 
antagonist wilh something dark behind 
him, when it will be much more easy 
to hit him 


As may bo inferred, the author holds 


by dueling, for "tho man who fulls! 
in n duel and tho individual who is 
killed by the overturn of a stagecoach 
are both unfortunate victims to a prac- 
tice from which wo derive great advan- 
tages 
It would bo absurd to prohibit 


stage traveling because occasionally a 
few lives are lost by an overturn, and 
unless men endeavored to destroy each 
other they might live to a patriarchal 
age and multiply so rapidly that tho 
soil would soon be insufficient Co sup- 
ply them with nourishment." with

,ew Legislature of Florida, which will meet 
at Tallahassee on April 4, there are 100 Dem- 
ocrats and no Republicans at all. 
The Mies- 


isippi Legislature has 176 Democrats and no 
Republicans and 2 Populists of Democratic 
leanings. In the South Carolina Legislature 
the Democrats have 159 members and Ihe 
Republicans have 1. In the Georgia Legis- 
lature the Democrats number 213 and the 
Republicans 1, there being also five Popu- 
lists. That of Alabama is the only Southern 
Legislatui e in which the Populists have any 
considerable hold, the figures being 96 Dem- 
ocrats ; 5 Republicans and 32 Populists. The 
North Caiolina Legislature, which has been 
silling since the first week of January, has 
134 Democrats and 8 Populists, with 28 Re- 
publicans. In Tennessee there are 27 Re- 
publicans to offset the 106 Democrats in the 
Legislature which met at Nashville on Jan- 
uary 2. The Texas Legislature, which came 
together at Austin on January 7 has only 2 
Republicans, with 148 Democrats. 
That of 


Virginia has 8 Republicans, with 130 Dem- 
ocrats. The sugar tariff and other consider- 
ations have greatly affected party lines in 
Louisiana, and there the Republicans have 
81 members of the Legislature as against 
Democrats. Aggregating the eight or nine 
Southern Slates in which there is no (Us 
tinclively local Republican 
district—like 


East Tennessee—one finds about a dozen Re 
publican legislators as against more than 
1,200 Democrats, a ratio of 1 lo 100. 
North 


Carolina and Tennessee, by virtue of their 
Republican mountain districts, will each 
have 2 Republican members in the Fifty 
sixth Congress. It happens also that there 
is one Republican Congressional district in 
Texas, where the able and popular R. B.

SENATOR QUAY'S EE-ELECTION—FROST FOB 


THE BOLTERS—FHNH-MABTIX KICKERS FIND 
EMPTT BENCHES AS» GBT A OOLD RECEPTION.

Philadelphia, Feb. 14.—More striking 


and significant evidence of the senti- 
ment of the people on the United States 
senatorial Issue now before the citizens 
of Pennsylvania could not be given 
than was exhibited at two public'meet-, 
Ings held in this city on the same night 
last week.

:t isolafed the town except by electric wires. 
The trollcyi were not yet over the effects of 
he former snows and had already stopped 
running. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad trains struggled 


with the storm as best they could. On Mon- 
day but few got through. The Colonial ex- 
press was the last, arriving here at 7.50 p. 
m. 
The ni-xt was Joseph Bell's train from 


Broad street, arriving at 1046 on Tuesday 
iiorning. 


There has been no freight in since Friday 


if last week and a scarcity of some articles 
of food has resulted. 
Several stores are 


without su^ar. 
Some of the mills which use 


a great deal of coal will be compelled to 
close if the precious article does not soon 
ai me. 


Condensed milk again met with favor by 


he housekeeper on account of the lack of 
the lacteal fluid on Monday and Tuesday.
